Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 27, 2009 has been 
entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of Claims 1-12 and 14-21 as being 
anticipated by Hying et al. are withdrawn because independent Claim 1 was amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claim 13 as being unpatentable over 
Hying et al. in further view of Munshi, and of Claims 22-25 as being unpatentable over 
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Hying et al. in further view of Kawakami et al., are withdrawn because independent Claim 1 
was amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 14-15,17-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, Hying et al., Munshi, Kawakami et al., and 
Kubota does not teach the lithium ion conducting material as the organosilicon compound 
or lithium zirconium compound chemically bonded to the inorganic material as recited in 
Claim 1. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
